Alaska Crash 
Victims Found 


A six-month search for the 
former Miss Dale Reed Kase- 
berg of Granite City and her 
husband, Dannie Smith, ended 
Monday when the single-engine 
private plane in which the cou- 
ple disappeared was found 
crashed on the side of a moun- 
tain 60 miles northwest of An- 
chorage, Alaska.

They had been missing since 
Dec. 6, 1970. A massive search 
was conducted but proved un- 
suc ful until now. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard W. 
Kaseberg, Rural Route One, 
Granite City, parents of Mrs. 
Smith, were informed by tele- 
phone Monday that the plane 
had crashed 1,400 feet above 
sea level in Merrell Pass. 

A preliminary inspection by 
the National’ Transportation 
Safety, Board indicated that tur- 
bulence or weather may have 
been responsible for the crash. 

Officials informed Kaseberg 
that the motor of the plane ap- 
parently was operating and the 
control cables were connected 
when the crash occurred. 

Private Services Here 

They will be returned here for 
private family services and bur- 
ial. Arrangements are pending. 

The couple was married Sept. 
12, 1970, at the Second Presby- 
terian Church, Anchorage, 
Alaska, and had been residing 
in Nak Nek, Alaska. 

Mr. Smith and his father oper- 
ated a canning factory and had 
a fleet of four airplanes, used 
to bring supplies to the com- 
pany and town.

The couple had flown from 
Nak Nek to Anchorage for sup- 
plies and began the return trip 
at 3:30 p.m, Sunday, Dec. 6. 

Thirty-five minutes later they 
reported engine trouble by ra- 
dio and said they were return- 
ing to Anchorage. No further 
messages were received 

The plane had traversed a 
relatively flat area and was ap- 
proaching a mountainous area 
known as “The Gap” at the 
time of the engine trouble.

Coke Pellet Process Study 


By GC, 4 Other Steel Firms 


Plans «for an experimental 
project costing approximately 
$20,000,000 to test a new coke 
pellet manufacturing process— 
designed to eliminate gas and 
dust emissions—were announced 
today for a4five-company group 
undertaking the demonstration- 
scale research project. 

Donald F. Cairns, vice-presi- 
dent of Granite City Steel Co., 
said the group is made up of 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., Consoli- 
dation Coal Co., National Steel 
Corp., Republic Steel Corp. and 
Granite City Steel. 

It already has spent $7,000,000 
since 1960 in experimental work 
in developing the new coke pel- 
let manufacturing process. 

The $20,000,000 is an addition- 
al expenditure and does not in- 
clude the $7,000,000 already 
spent to conduct research on the 
project, through bench labora- 
tory and intitial pilot plant 
ph&ses, to its present stage of 
development. 

The. $20,000,000, Cairns ex- 
plained, will include construc- 
tion of a 500-tons-per-day dem- 
onstration plant, plus operation 
of the plant and full-scale blast 
furnace tesfs. 

No Oven Emissions 

The coke pellet_manufactur- 
ing process is a closed system 
in that emissions are not given 


. 


off into the air as with the slot- 
type ovens currently in. use. 

In essence, the coal is heated 
and pelletized, in some cases 
using pitch from the gas stream 
to help bind together the coke 
particles which make up the 
pellet. 

All surplus gas from the 
process is cleaned for use in 
steel plants, power generation 
or elsewhere. 

To date, Cairns said, the ex- 
perimental coke pellet manufac- 
turing process has been tested 
on a 15 to 30-tons-per-day pel- 
letizing pilot plant in Liberty, 
Pa., about 15 miles south of 
downtown Pittsburgh. 

Foresee Competitive Cost 

Indications are that the proc- 
ess will prove technologically 
successful, competitive in cost, 
and capable of eliminating the 
emissions now associated with 
slot-type ovens, Cairns related. 

The demonstration plant to be

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Mayor Blocks New Council Effort for 
Appointment of City Public Engineer 


A renewed effort by Alderman 
R. E. Robertson to bring about 
the appointment of a city pub- 
lic engineer by adoption of an 
ardinance that would require 
the mayor to make such an ap- 
pointment was defeated again 
in a regular meeting of the city 
council, 

It was the second attempt 
within the past month to ap- 
prove an ordinance under which 
Mayor Donald Partney would 
be required to appoint a public 
engineer, a move the mayor has 
opposed because he said the 
present city ordinance makes 
no provision for payment of an 
engineer. 

The ordinance _ introduced 
Monday night amended the ex- 
isting ordinance to provide for 
the appointment-of a public en- 
gineer by the mayor from a list 
of three candidates that first 
would be screened by the Street 
and Alley Committee. The bill 
would have required the mayor 
to name one of:the three men 
whose names were submitted. 
In the event the council did not 
confirm the first choice, the 
other names would be offered. 


One-Year Term 


The bill provided that appli- 
cants must be Illinois registered 
engineers. The term of appoint- 
ment would be for one year. 
Several council members point- 
ed out that the ordinance was 
not prepared by City Attorney 
Leon Scroggins, an issue that 
developed when the first ordi- 
mance was submitted several 
weeks ago. 

Scroggins, asked for his opin- 
ion on the ordinance, said it had 
been changed only slightly from 
the first draft submitted to the 
council earlier and that he did 
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not believe it conformed with he “had prepared neither of the | 


state statutes governing appoint 
ments for the engineer's office. 

After the ordinance was pre- 
sented, Mayor Partney told 
council members, “This could 
not be a legal ordinance. You 
can pass it here tonight if you 
want, but I would have to veto 
it on the basis of legal opinions 
I have receive 

Robertson insisted that “a 
public engineer is something we 
need. I think this is the best 
way to get the best man. The 
streets and sewers are in a de- 
plorable shape. Annexations 
have been held up because we 
don’t have an engineer to file 
the necessary documents.” 

Lacks Pay Provision 

Partney countered by pointing 
out that the city already has 
an ordinance providing for ap- 
pointment, but that the part of 
the law providing for payment” 
of an engineer was removed by 
the council in an earlier amend- 
ment. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer 
asked, “Where did this ordi- 
nance come from? It doesn’t 
have Scroggins’ name on it. 
Is this the same ordinance that 
Scroggins called a ‘monstrosity’ 
a few weeks ago?” 

Scroggins replied: 

“It (the ordinance) has been 
submitted to me. I told Robert- 
son that it did not conform with 
state statues. Mr. Robertson 
said he disagreed. I agreed that 
Mr. Robertson and I have dis- 
agreed and that we probably 
will disagree in the future.” 

Whitmer said he might vote 
for such an ordinance ‘‘when 
one comes in that has Scroggins’ 
signature on it.’ Scroggins said 
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two engineer ordinances. 
Mayor Partney ruled out of 
order a motion by Robertson to 
adpot the ordinance. Robertson 
moved to overrule the chair, 
but that motion lost 7 to 5, kill- 
ing further ‘action on the bill.

Delay Cab Fare Boost 

The council also refused to 
place on final passage an ordi- 
nance providing a 15 cent in- 
crease in cab fares of all zones. 

That ordinance called for an 
increase in taxicab fares from 
50 certs to 65 cents in the first 
zone; 75 cents to 90 cents in 
the second zone; $1 to $1.15 in 
the third zone; $1.25 to $1.40 in 
the fourth zone, and $1.50 to 
$1.65 in the fifth zone. 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
supported the measure, point- 
ing out that cab drivers have 
not had a raise in seven years 
and that a salary raise depends 
upon higher cab fares. Alder- 
man Steve Basarich opposed 
the increase, noting that the 
city of Belleville recently de- 
creased cab fares. 

Asks More Time 

Several aldermen said they 
believed they should have more 
time to study the request. As a 
result the bill was placed on 
first reading. 

On a motion by Alderman 
Gerald Parmley, the council in- 
structed Scroggins to file an 
objection against a petition for 
an increase of 15% in electric 
power rates of the Illinois Pow- 
er Co. The objection will be 
filed with the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. Parmley 
said that if such a rate boost is 
granted, he believes the city 
should reopen its franchise with 
the company. 

A request for an R-5 multiple 
resident zoning on property at 
2943-45 Madison Ave., now R-3 
zoning, was delayed again when 
an ordinance granting the re- 
quest failed to receive the re- 
quired two-thirds majority vote 
to suspend the rules and place 
it on final passage. 

The request for rezoning, 
filed by Charles Burns, original- 
ly was rejected by the City Plan 
Commission. Burns took the 
matter to the Board of Appeals 
which recommended to the 
council Monday night that the 
new zoning classification be ap- 
proved. 

After a motion for final pas- 
sage of the approving ordinance 
was rejected with seven voting 
in favor and five against, the 
ordinance was placed on first 
reading.

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Venice School Board Delays Action on Bus Contract

The Venice Board of Educa- 
tion failed to award a bus 
transportation contract for the 
1971-72 school year Monday 
evening despite a lengthy dis- 
cussion in which school officials 
reviewed the advantages of re- 
newing an agreement with Bi- 
State Transit System, or swtich- 
ing to School Transportation 
Co., a new firm recently re- 
tained by the Granite City and 
Madison school district, 

Board members, however, 
did agree to continue the serv- 
ices of Page Insurance Agency 
of Mount Vernon for student- 
teacher accident _ insurance 
coverage; hired a new faculty 
member to replace a teacher 
slated for sabbatical leave; 
adopted a’ permanent school 
calendar; and ratified the 1971- 
72 budget: proposed for Special 
Education District, Region I, of 
which the Venice District is a 
part. 

Outlining comparative figures 
included in the two bus trans- 
portation bids, Venice Supt. of 
Schools John O. Pier said the 
primary difference in ‘service 
involves length of contracts 
proposed by the companies, 
promise of new vehicles by the 
School Transportation firm and 
possibility of lower charter 
rates by the new bidder. 

Pian Further Study 

The charter rates were not 
enlarged upon by the board, 
which referred both bids to the 
Finance Committee for further 
study. 

Supt. Pier noted, however, 
the Bi-State bid proposed a 
$107.70 per day date and $4.65 
per hour plus 35 cents per mile, 
for extra trips. The School 
Transportation bid set a rate 
of $116 per day and $4.44 per 
hour and 33 cents per mile on 
charter’ rates. 

The administrator pointed out 
that the Bi-State firm offered 


Madison school officials 
agreed last week to retain the 
new bus firm, but also were 
advised at that time that the 
contract would be valid only if 
an agreement was 
with’ the Venice School District. 

‘A point which concerned the 
Venice board members in the 
School Transportation bid was 
a stipulation transferring re- 
sponsibility for scheduling and 
routing of buses to the firm. 

“I: think we had better find 
out just how they intend to go 
about this before awarding’ the 
contract,” Board President Leo 
Davinroy said. “We may find 
ourselves having to start school 
at a time convenient to the oth- 
er district if service is depend- 
ent on the fact that routes may 
overlap,” he added.

New Guidelines on Free and Reduced-Price Pupil Lunch 


Assistant Secretary | of Agri- 
culture Richard Lyng has an- 
nounced income poverty guide- 
lines for determining children’s 
eligibility for free or reduced 
price lunches in the 1971-72 
school year. 

Use of the guidelines is man- 
datory for all schools under the 
National School Lunch Pro- 
gram and in other schools re- 
ceiving federally-donated foods, 
starting July 1, 1971, 

The new guidelines are high- 
er than the 1970-71 guidelines. 

For example, last yeai, the 
income eligibility minimum for 
a family of four was $3,720. 
The new guideline for the four- 
person family is $3,940, reflect- 
ing the latest statistics on 
poverty levels reported by the 
Bureau of the Census. 

By law, any child from a 
family with an income at or 
below the national income pov- 
erty level shall be served a 


Program or in other schools re- 
ceiving federally-donated foods 
for their lunch program. 

Lyng noted that private 
schools with programs admin- 
istered by the Department of 
Agriculture are exempt from 
these guidelines under certain 
conditions. 

Eligibility Factors 

Schools in the National School 
Lunch Program or receiving 
donated foods must publicly an- 
nounce the criteria they will 
use to determine eligibility for 
free or réduced price lunches. 

At a minimum, schools must 
consider family income, family 
size and the number of children 
in the family attending school 
and pre-school programs. 

The income criteria cannot be 
less than the income poverty 
guidelines announced annually 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Schools also must establish and 
publicly announce separate cri- 


consider both the income of 
the family during the past 12 
months and the family’s cur- 
rent rate of income to deter- 
mine which is the better indi- 
cator of the need for free and 
reduced price lunches. 

The 1971-72- guidelines for all 
states but Hawaii and Alaska 
are as follows, listing total 
family size and the yearly in- 
come: 

‘One, $2,040; two family mem- 
bers, $2,670; three, $3,310; four, 
$3,940; five, $4,530; six, $5,110; 
seven, $5,640; eight, $6,170; 
nine, $6,650; ten, $7,120; eleven, 
$7,600; twelve, $8,080; and each 
additional family member, $480. 

The Agriculture Department 
also has announced approval of 
a canned entree method of 
providing hot lunches in schools 
located in low-income areas 
without kitchen facilities. 

The low-cost method of sup- 
plying lunches in non-facility 


cooperation of the Philadelphia 
Archdiocese. Lunches using the 
canned entree method can re- 
ceive cash reimbursement and 
donated food assistance under 
the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram. 

The lunches consist of indi- 
vidual eight-ounce cans of com- 
bination food (stews, beans and 
franks, spaghetti and meat- 
balls, etc.) one-half pint of 
milk, and supplements to meet 
all the requirements of the 
Type A lunch. Supplements in- 
clude bread and a fruit or 
vegetable, and for some items 
additional meat or other pro- 
tein-rich food. 

The cans are heated in in- 
expensive ovens and served to 
the children directly from the 
cans, along with the supple- 
ments. The overall simplicity of 
the program and the fact that 
the program can be used for 
at-the-desk feeding makes it at-

SIU Head Tel 


The chief administrator of 
Southern Illinois University’s 
athletics and physical . educa- 
tion programs at ‘Carbondale 
said last week that athletics ex- 
penses should be trimmed, com- 
plimentary tickets eliminated 
and more effort made to see 
that athletes complete their de- 
grees. 

Elmer J. Clark, dean of the 
College of Education, told the 
SIU board of trustees that al- 
though SIU’s athletics programs 
are now operated at an “appro- 
priate and desirable level,” ex- 
penditures should be held 
steady or even reduced. He said 
expenses for intercollegiate ath- 
letics have doubled in the past 
10 years, a national trend. 

“At a time when other pro- 
grams of the university are be- 
ing modified to reduce the total 
budget,” Clark said, “it seems 
appropriate that the budget for 
athletics be reduced propor- 
tionately.” 

But Clark said the present 
football stadium should be re- 
novated, or a new one built, and 
that swimming facilities and 
general recreation space im- 
proved and increased. 

Buy Own Tickets 

Clark indicated that school 
administrators, faculty mem- 
bers, trustees and state legisla- 
tors “could and should” support 
athletics and should not expect 
free admission to athletic 
events. 

He also said efforts should be 
made to counteract “the trend 
toward professionalism and 
over - emphasis in athletics.” 
Noting that fewer than one per 
cent of all university athletes 
can expect to make the profes- 
sional ranks, he urged empha- 
sis on ‘“‘the benefits which ama- 
teur athletics can provide for 
the vast majority of those par- 
ticipating at the university 
leyel.” 


Budget, 
s Board 


Improved counseling and su- 
pervision have cut down the 
academic attrition rate among 
athletes, Clark said, but many 
still do not give “proper time 
and effort to academic pur- 
suits." He said efforts should 
be expanded to have athletes 
complete at least the bachelor’s 
degree. 
Pursue Other Fields 

The dean observed that ath- 
letes also should be encouraged 
to pursue fields other than high 
school physical education teach- 
ing, which he described as 
“grossly over-supplied.” 

Clark said the year-old Mid- 
western Athletics Conference, 
of which SIU is one of five 
members, “has not yet estab- 
lished itself in the manner in 
which might -be hoped,” but 
that conference affiliation is 
more satisfactory for SIU than 
its former independent status. 

He asked that more athletics 
funds be channeled into 
women’s programs, which he 
termed inadequate compared to 
the same programs for men.

Assembly OKs $30 Million 
For Non-Public Schools 


Goy. Richard B. Ogilvie is 
expected to sign the controver- 
sial non-public ‘school aid bill 

which was passed Tuesday in 
the Illinois House, It calls for 
$30 million in state aid to paro- 
chial and other private ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. 

The history-making move has 
caused opponents to the legis- 
lation to warn that they will 
challenge its validity in the 
courts on grounds it violates 


the constitutional provision for , 


separation of church and state 
if the governor signs the bill. 
A provision for $20.5 million 
for distribution to private 
schools at the rate of $60 a 
year for elementary pupils and 
$90 a year for each high school 


_student is provided. 


A total of $4.5 million will be 
granted to elementary and sec- 
ondary non-public school pupils 
of low-income families in a 
second bill. 

An allocation of $5 million is 
provided in a third bill for de- 
velopment of innovative ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
education programs. None of 
the money is granted to the 
parents, but will be sent direct- 
ly to the schools. 

Opponents fear that énact- 
ment of the legislation will 


mean the “end of the public 
school system as we ‘know it” 
while others assert it would rer 
sult in the evolution of two 
classes of schools; private 
schools for the more advan- 
taged and the public schools for 
the disadvantaged child. 

Passage of! the bills 
caused more bitterness. than 
any other matter before the 
General Assembly in many 
years. 

The opposing viewpoint is 
that the legislation did not pro- 
vide proper accounting proce- 
dures as to the expenditure of 
state funds and that the funds 
could be parcelled out to 
schools who did not need the

Going abroad this summer? 

Here are some practical tips 
for both first-time and seasoned 
travelers to Europe. Today’s 
jet-setter may find the list help- 
ful for saving money, time and 
energy. 

1, The absolutes—A valid

10, Honesty pays — On your 
way home, fill out your U. S. 
Customs form accurately and 
honestly. 

You are allowed up to $100; 
you may list simply as “mis- 
cellaneous” purchases up to $50.

Engineering to Begin 

Engineering for the 500-tons- 
per-day facility is expected to 
get under way in the near fu- 
ture.

Airport Board is Silent

The St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority was 
non-committal during its regu-

The Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration will hold final hearings 
on the proposed site after a 
Missouri site study has been 
completed.

Kills Many 


On Aug. 21-28, Granite City’s Diamond Jubilee will be 
celebrated. This is the 20th in a series on local history. 


Clarence Howard built a small 
community house for residents 
of Lincoln Place in 1917, and 
hired Miss Sophia Prather, a 
school teacher, to engage in full- 
time social work. 

Energetic and warm-hearted, 
Miss Prather in time -became 
known as the “Little Mother of 
Lincoln Place.” 


In the autumn of 1917, she 
established night classes in 
English and grammar school 
subjects for foreign-born adults. 

Granite City industrial plants 
operated at peak capacity 
throughout the World War. 

Employment rolls more than 
doubled. The influx of job- 
hunters and job-finders burst 
the city’s seams. . 

A severe housing shortage 
ensued, Schools were hopelessly 
congested and, according to 
Professor L. P. Frohardt, 
“pupils had to be huddled into 
abandoned saloon buildings, 
dark, dingy basement rooms 
and store buildings, and others 
could come for ‘only half-day 
sessions.”” 

‘xtra pupils and extra classes 
created severe demands on the 
energies of teachers. In 1918 
they organized a union and pe- 
titioned the Board of Education 
to raise minimum salaries from 
$50 to $70 a month and maxi- 
mum salaries from $95 to $100. 
This scale was adopted for the 
following school year. 

Nationwide labor unrest, 
which grew in pace with the 
disparity between wages and 
the cost of living, resulted in 
frequent shutdowns of local 
mills. 

Strikes occured at five major 
plants in 1918; each was settled 
swiftly and amicably. 

The Corn Products Refining 
Co., producing tons of ‘Karo, 
the Spread for Daily Broad,” 
which had become a substitute 
for sugar, threatened to /‘close 
the plant indefinitely” if reply 
to strikers’ demands fo? wage 
increases and a nine-hour day. 
Both sides ultimately compro- 
mised. 

Granite Cit Boy Scouts 
attracted national attention 
through the huge number 
of subscriptions they ob- 
tained in the Liberty Loan 
drives. 

In the Second Liberty 
Loan, they sold more bonds 
than any other troop in Illi- 
nois; in the Third Liberty 
Loan, their sales exceeded 
those of any other troop in 
the United States. The latter 
achievement earned one of 
five medallions which Presi- 
dent Wilson awarded to the 
highest-scoring troops. 

For sales outnumbering those 
of any other scout in the coun- 
try, Archie Boyd, son of a Gran- 
ite City plumber, received the 
Livingston Medal 

When the Belgium Scouts 
were organized in 1919, the first 
troop was named “Illinois” and 
the first patrol “Granite City.” 

Local scouts’ total sales, in- 
cluding those in the victory 
Joan, amcunted to $1,152,750. 

Influenza ravaged Granite 
City in the autumn of 1918. 
Schools were closed, and public 
gatherings were forbidden. 

At the height of the epidemic 
in mid-October, two hundred 
cases were reported officially 
and as many other persons 
were known to be stricken. 
Twenty died. 

After the Armistice, the flood 
of products from local mills con- 
tracted to a dribble. 

Soldiers returning with sharp- 
ened appreciation for the arts 
of peace found unemployment, 
plummeting wage scales and 
labor strife. 

In the Press-Record, 
read such items as these: 

“The American Steel Foundry 
resumed operations with one 
furnace Monday which will give 
employment to some three or 
four hundred men. The normal 
capacity of this plant is about 
3,500 and it topped the 4,000 
mark during the rush work of 
the war.” 

“With strikes tying up op- 
erations at the Hoyt Metal Co. 
and also at the Corn Products 
plant... . and the other indus- 
tries working about half time, 
industrial conditions are in 
somewhat of a chaotic state of 
affairs in this city at the present 
time.” 

In February, 1919, the U. S. 
Supreme Court ordered the Corn 
Products Refining Co. dissolved 
under the provision of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act. 

The branch in Granite City 
was sold consequently to the 
Best-Clymer Co. and renamed 
the Temptor Corn Products 
Plant. 

Best-Clymer Co. marketed $4,- 
500,000 worth of Temptor stock. 
Employes bought shares on 
margin, repaying the company 
in weekly installments deducted 
from paychecks. 

Many other Granite Cityans 
purchased shares at prices 
ranging from $60 to $80. 

The stock began to falter in 
1920, and then spiraled down- 
ward irresistably. By February 
1922, it was selling at $1.50 a

share. In March, the plant shut 
down. 

George W. Niedringhaus 
was elected president of the 
National Enameling and 
Stamping Co. in April 1919. 

Now a $30,000,000 corpora- 
tion, Nesco virtually con- 
trolled the enamelware out- 
put of the country. 
Commenting on the new presi- 

dent, the Press-Record re- 
ported: 

“In addition to being interest- 
ed in the tin plate and enamel- 
ware business, Mr. Niedring- 
haus is at the head of the com- 
pany which is planning to erect 
the mammoth coke plant in this 
city, just east of the rolling 
mill.” 

The “mammoth coke plant,” 
@ $10,000,000 structure, was be- 
gun in the summer of 1919. 

Besides c 0 king bituminous 
coal from Southern _ Illinois, 
something which never had been 
attempted commercidlly, the 
plant also was designed to pro- 
duce gas and pig iron. 

The Walbridge Construction 
Co. resumed work on the outlet 
sewer in June 1919, and then 
halted in May 1920, because of 
labor trouble. 

City Council members . re- 
voked the company’s contract 
in November 1920, and two 
years of tedious litigation en-

Bridge Lease Agreement

Renegotiation of several items 
in a lease agreement in which 
the Chain-of-Rocks Bridge prop 
erty would be used as a new- 
type landfill caused a delay in

8 Boston Suburban 
Newspapers Acquired 


Post Corp. yesterday an- 
nounced it has agreed to acquire 
eight community newspapers 
serving a group of Boston sub- 
urbs. The corporation owns the 
Press-Record. 

The newspapers are published 
by Transcript Press, Inc., Ded- 
ham, Mass., which Post will buy 
for $1,300,000 in a cash trans- 
action. One of the principal sell- 
ers, Frank W. Massey, will stay 
with Transcript Press as gen- 
eral manager.

Major Weather Study 
Of Region Is Launched 


This + metropolitan area ‘has 
become the site of a major 
meteorological field study re- 
garding the effects of urban 
areas on rainfall and related 
weather. The project, called 
Metromex, began this month 
and is slated to. continue 
through the next four years, 
largely in the summers. 

The goal of this scientific pro- 
gram is to determine if a ma- 
jor urban complex can alter 
rainfall and, if so, how it is ac- 
complishing such an alteration 
and the exact degre of the al- 
teration. 

The study area encompasses 
a circle about 50 miles in di- 
ameter, centered on the city 
of St. Louis, and includes por- 
tions of nine counties in Mis- 
souri and Illinois. 

More Rain Noted 

Study of past data shows a 
rainfall increase of 10%-15% 
downwind of St. Louis that may 
be urban related. 

Knowledge of an urban-relat- 
ed increase in rain will be of 
value in meteorology, both in 
evaluating air pollution and 
planning, for purposeful weather 
modification. 

Such knowledge also would be 
beneficial in better predictions 
of rainfall and in urban-regi 
al planning that relates to rai 
fall occurrence, 

Metromex 1971 is a joint re- 
search project involving, scient- 
ists and engineers from the 
Illinois State Water Survey, 
Argonne National Laborato! 


University of Chicago and: the fp 


University of Wyoming. 
Separate, Related Phases 

Each research group is per- 
forming separate but interrelat- 
ed tasks that together should 
answer how, when, where and 
the degree of alteration of pre- 
cipitation, 

Scientists at Washington Uni- 
versity and St. Louis University 
have indicated interest in be- 
coming involved, and many 
area groups also are cooperat- 
ing by furnishing pollution data 
and sites for Metromex equip- 
ment. 

Five years from now, this 
metropolitan region through 
Metromex, may know more 
about its’ weather than any 
other urban-rural area in the 
world. 

A press conference is being 
held today in St. Louis on the 
air pollution-water modification 
study. It is being stressed that 
the multi-organization study will 
be the most comprehensive of 
its kind ever conducted. 

Conducting the conference is 
Stanley A. Changnon Jr. of the 
Atmospheric Sciences Section, 
Illinois State Water Survey, who 
is the 1971 project coordinator 
for the entire study. Assisting 
him are representatives of the 
Argonne National Laboratory 
and George D. Tomazi of the 
St. Louis research council.

The Granite City post Office, 
consisting of 41 vehicles and 
52 drivers, was awarded third 
place in the city passenger 
car contest division. The award 
is based on the post office safe- 
ty performance from January 
1970 through December 1970. 
During this period, the firm's 
drivers operated 117,000 miles 
‘and had no accidents. 

William P. Bowling, chair- 
man of the National Fleet Safe- 
ty Contest Committee, extended 
his contgratulations to the win- 
ning fleet and expressed ap- 
preciation for its participation 
in the contest.

America. 

When the park closes Oct, 31, 
they will go to their winter 
home in Lincolnton. There they 
will stay until next spring, re- 
turning to Missouri two weeks 
prior to the 1972 opening day. 

The current season, the first 
at Mid-America, opened June 5. 
Numerous public officials were 
on hand for the occasion along 
with Victor Palmieri, president 
and chief executive officer of 
Six Flags, Inc. The company 
also operates Six Flags Over 
Texas at Dallas-Fort Worth and 
Six Flags Over Georgia at 
Atlanta.

Social Disease Reaching Epidemic Level 
In St. Louis Metropolitan Region, Nation 


With social diseases reaching the epidemic 
stage in the St. Louis metropolitan area and in 
the nation, it is high time for the general public 
to give direct attention to these ruthless destroy- 
ers of health and life, a speaker at a Granite 
City service club meeting said last week. 

As he noted, one of the two diseases has 
become the second most widespread illness in 
the United States, exceeded only by the com- 
mon cold. 

But they are far different than the com- 
mon cold in their severity, especially when un- 
treated or inadequately treated. They have liter- 
ally ruined the lives of countless Americans. 

His concluding warning and advice, par- 
alleling the recommendations of the American 
Social Health Association: 

If one is old enough to get such a disease, 
one is mature enough to discuss it with his phy- 
sician, who is not there to judge or punish but 
to help and cure. 

“A cure can be achieved by the doctor, 
but the individual and only the individual can 
help the doctor do this. 

“Only a physician can treat the individual. 
And only through blood tests and cultures can 
it be determined whether treatment is needed. 
Absence of symptoms is not proof of absence 
of the disease." 


Proposal for Mulching Business Intended 
To Provide Funds to Maintain City Bridge 


Once upon a time, a couple of decades 
ago, ownership of the Chain of Rocks Bridge 
was a bonanza for the Madison city goyern- 
ment, which derived jobs andprofits from 
the angled-in-the-middle two-lane Mississippi 
River span. 

Since the opening of the nearby four-lane 
—and free—lInterstate 270 bridge, tolls have 
been eliminated on the Madison bridge, which 
has been closed to the public. The. city con- 
tinues to have the responsibility for costly 
maintenance work but has no way to obtain 
funds to meet the financial burden. Nor can it 
simply abandon the bridge. 

A possible solution to the out-go-without- 
income situation is the’ agreement considered 
Tuesday night by the City Council. It calls for 
use of the bridge and 154 adjacent Hlinois 
acres ,for a mulching operation. The process 
would create a solid land base suitable for 
immediate use, and an industrial park is en- 
visioned on the site. 

Madison offiicals have devoted much time 
to the bridge maintenance cost issue and may 
have found the answer. They will vote soon on 
the proposed 19-year agreement with Glennon 
R. Vatterott. 


Historic Action by State General Assembly 
Authorizes Tax Aid to Non-Public Schools 


A history-making legislative action Tues- 
day, passage of non-public school state tax aid, 
opens a new era in which Illinois public schools 
will share the state financial appropriations on 
which they have become so dependent. 

The $30 million initial allocation is not a 
huge amount in terms of the total revenue 
disbursed from Springfield. But the. figure is 
likely to grow as the needs of private schools 
are documented in greater detail in the com- 
ing years. 

Principal concern relates to whether ade- 
quate guidelines have been provided to assure 
that waste is avoided and substantial educations 
are given in all schools receiving taxpayers’ 
money. It would be unfortunate if new schools 
proliferated throughout the state to serve 
questionable objectives or merely to get in on 
the monetary distribution. 

The state superintendent, attorney general, 
governor, legislature and courts ought to review 
the. measures which have been adopted and 
initiate whatever additional rules, legislation 
or interpretations seem fair and appropriate.

In his announcement that he 
planned not to run again, ‘he pointed out that he had earned 
many enemies. He described one election campaign as 
‘being “so brutal that ... my three older children, then 
of high school and college age, retained psychological scars 
toward the community for a long time thereafter.” ‘ 

Why dp the Mayor Howarths and their counterparts 
throughout Illinois decide to battle for good government? 

Nelson Howarth says World War II was primarily re- 
sponsible for his interest in public service. He felt it silly 
to sacrifice lives in a war to guarantee a form of govern= 
ment that tolerated bad conditions, And so, he says; “I got 
into election campaigns.” 

He and others led effectively enough so that national 
leaders chose Springfield as one of 11 All America cities 
in 1970. 

Mayors, city councils, county boards and township of- 
ficials around Illinois cope with problems which affect you 
daily.

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Book Review--Drug Abuse Viewed As a Highly Contagious Disease 


DRUG ABUSE EDUCATION. 


By Dr. Russell N. Cassel. The 
Christopher Publishing House, 
$5.95. 

Problems of drug usage in 
our society today, particularly 
when viewed from the position

A key part of the Six Flags 
concept is the host and 
hostess team used in each 
park.

Of course, they get a little 
help from others, such as the 
dolphins. 

And what really makes Six 
Flags Over Mid-America come 
alive each day at 10 a.m. is the 
throng of individuals, couples 
and families in search of a bit 
of fun and relaxation. The visi- 
tors'crowd the park, seven days 
a week, until 10 p.m. each day.

It is all 
the rides and shows you can see 
in a day for a singie price. A 
wooded picnic ground, with 14 
different restaurants for those 
who don’t pack a lunch. 

“Living history and romantic 
legend. “It’s ‘meet me in St. 
Louis, Loui - at the turn of 
the century. Spanish and 
French fur traders. English 
settlements. Six Flags is Tom 
Sawyer and Huck Finn. 

“Trading posts and gateway 
towns to the ‘trails west.’ Six 
Flags is 45 acres of lakes. A 
park that makes you comforta- 
ble inside and out. A day-long 
reward.” 

In summary, he says, “Mid- 
America is what you’d do with 
the world if you could start 
over.”” We won’t try to top that 
remark. 


Currently, much publicity is 
being devoted to drug abuse in 
the schools here at home, and 
in the armed forces in south- 
east Asia. 

It is unfortunate that these 
reports rarely give an objective 
appraisal—a true picture of the 
situation. 

As the author declares in his 
introduction, “From many press 
reports on the subject, the cas- 
ual reader would have to con- 
clude that glue, pep pills, cough 
syrups and LSD are as much a 
part of the high school curricu- 
lum as Western Civilization or 
English, Physics or Chemistry.” 

Studies have proved that drug 
abuse does exist in many Amer- 
ican schools, though at this 
time the problems appears to 
be confined to relatively few 
students in any one institution. 

The author points out that if 
sensational reports continue to 
be the only communication to 
students on the subject, the 
problem may not be confined 
much longer. ° 

Drug abuse is a highly conta- 
gious disease, and the kind of 
publicity the program has been 
getting — publicity that often 
makes drug abuse sound glam- 
orous and exciting —can only 
help spread the contagion. 

In a foreword to the book, 
Dr. Melvin H. Weinswig, a fel- 
low professor of the author at 
the University of Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee, writes: 

“To combat the campus 
drug problem: effectively, 
someBody has to talk to stu- 
dents about it without glam- 
orizing it, without making it 
sound like the ‘in’ thing to 
do. 

“What is. needed is a bal- 
anced dryg abuse education 
Program for students which ex- 
plains in an objective manner 
the benefits of legitimate medi- 
cal drug use and the dangers 
of illegitimate, abusive drug 
use.”” 

We are a drug-dependent soci- 
ety. Millions of Americans take 
drugs to sleep, wake up, control 
their nerves, lose weight, 

Such addiction.creates no so- 
cial stigma—,. , . the trouble 


lies not in the drugs, but in the 
people.”” 

One matter brought forth 
here, however, may not be 
comprehended by the average 
citizen, adult or minor. It is 
this: 

“Essentially, all drugs are 
harmful.” 

When used medically, 
drugs do their good deeds 
by naturally altering the 
function, stimulating or de- 
pressing various organs. in 
the body. 

A doctor weighs potential 
harm against potential good 
before prescribing any drug. 
This book is written for: the 

layman, particularly for par- 
ents of school children who are 
“hooked,” or for the parents of 
those thousands who may be 
caught tomorrow or. next week. 

Beginning with the author’s 
introduction — ‘Programmed 
Learning Unit on Drug Abuse 
Education”—the book is divided 
into eight chapters, from ‘“Na- 
ture and Classes of Dangerous 
Drugs” to ‘The Drug Users’ 
‘Argot’ and Vocabulary.” 

Since it was compiled by a 
professor, this a complete, 
working book with a bibliogra- 
phy, an index-and more than 30 
pages devoted to questions and 
answers. 

The latter section is broken 
down to divisions, relating to 
specific ghapters questions on 
the matters discussed. 

The author, Dr. Cassel, is 
presently director of Project 
Conscience at the University .of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 

Concerned with delinquency 
prevention and correction, the 
project was directly responsible 
for Dr. Cassel’s having under- 
taken the research and writing 
of “Drug Abuse Education.” 

He is the author of more than 
250 professional articles in a- 
wide variety of educational and 
psychological periodicals, 

A retired Air Force Colonel, 
he is presently a member of the 
board of advisors to the Na- 
tional Association of Behavorial 
Arts and Sciences, as well as 
many other professional associ- 
ations and groups.

The Illinois optometrist poirit- 
ed out that a driver's eyes 
must perform three separate 
but interrelated functions at 
one time: see clearly at a dis- 
tance (visual acuity); accurate- 
ly judge the speed and distance 
of moving and stationary ob- 
jects (depth perception); and 
see “out of the corner of the 
eye” (field of vision). 

Darkness reduces the effec- 
tiveness of these skills and re- 
quires a driyer’s eyes to per- 
form an additional set of func- 
tions: see efficiently under low 
illumination; see against glare; 
and recover quickly from glare. 

Because licensing require- 
ments regarding vision do not 
cover all the necessary driving 
visual skills, it is the respon- 
sibility of every driver to be 
certain he has effective vision 
for driving by having regular 
professional vision examina- 
tions. Most driving-related vis- 
ual problems can be corrected 
with either lenses or visual 
therapy. 

“The first step to safe driv: 
ing is having these visual skill 
The second step is using them 
Dr. Mizener stated. He empha- 
sized that good driving takes 
concentration. ‘‘A driver's eyes 
and attention should not be dis- 
tracted by eating, smoking, 
or day- 
dreaming. Within a second the 
driving picture can change, de- 
manding an instant reaction.” 

Must Compensate ‘Quickly 

Good driving also takes pro- 
ficiency. A driver must know 


provide color and variety. 

Trays of small plants in your 
garden store will display the 
variety of colors you can have in 
the shadows of your house and 
small trees.

and compensate for visual 
blindspots in his car and in his 
driving environment. He also 
must know and overcome or 
compensate for his own visual 
limitations. 


“What affects you affects 
your vision,” Dr. Mizener said. 
“For example, a driver under 
the influence of even small 
amounts of alcohol will have in- 
creased difficulty seeing at 
night, will be slow to respond 
to a hazardous situation, may 
have blurred vision and will be 
predisposed toward seeing dou- 
ble.’ Certain drugs also affect 
muscular coordination, visual 
acuity, contrast, color and dis- 
tance judgment. 

A driver’s vision can also be 
affected by his car. Dirty, 
scratched or pitted windshields 
increase glare. Old wipers often 
-streak windshields, making it 
difficult to see. At night, poorly 
adjusted and dirty headlights 
decrease the amount of light 
thrown onto the road ahead. 

Dr. Mizener advised motor- 
cyclists to wear open triangles 
of retroreflective sheeting on 
all sides of their helmets and. 
to use white or amber retrore- 
flective tape on the cycles’ 
wheel rims, fenders and frame 
to make them safely visible to 
others. He also recommended 
cyclists protect their eyes by 
wearing goggles with impact- 
resistant lenses. 

Drivers who have and use 
effective. driving visual skills 
can help reduce traffic fatali- 
ties. They will never have to 
say, “I didn’t see.”

Regional Report -- Airport, Redistricting, Construction, Planning in News 


(illinois Metre East Industrial 

Development Corporation) 

Another location for the pro- 
posed second major airport was 
thrown into the hopper by- the 
state of Missouri. 

The Northrop Corp. has found 
that Smartt Field, in northern 
St. Charles County, was as good 
a site for the proposed airport 
as the Dardenne area of St. 
Charles County. Northrop said 
it is far superior to the Colum- 
bia-Waterloo site in Illinois. 

Smartt Field is 14 miles 
northwest of St. Charles, Mo., 
on the Portage des Sioux por- 
tion of the Mississippi River 
Floodplain; the floodplain is 
currently unprotected by lev- 
ees. 

In Illinois, public hearings on 
the proposed location of the air- 
port in Illinois were announced 
for July or early August by the 
St. Louis Metropolitan Airport 
Authority. Current plan’ are to 
hold hearings in both Water- 
loo and Belleville. 

The Illinois site ran into some 
financial difficulties in the Mli- 
nois General Assembly, where 
Democratic legislators from

Chicago indicated they would 
not support the airport project 
unless a subsidy is granted the 
Chicago Transit Authority. 

The $15 million needed for 
airport land purchase is part of 
a proposed $900 million State of 
Illinois bond issue for transpor- 
tation improvements. Swift and 
Co. announced plans to close 
its processed meat facilities in 
National City when its new $13 

ion fresh pork plant opens 
in September. Many of the 350 
people working in the closed 
plant will be transferred to the 
new plant, which will employ 
430 people. 

A ham canning plant, operat- 
ed by Swift in Natiomal City, 
employs about 130 people and 
will continue to operate. Out- 
moded production facilities in 
the processed meat plant in- 
creased costs to a point where 
other Swift plants could produce 
the product more cheaply, Swift 
officials indicated. 

Redistricting of Madison 

County into 29 districts was 

approved by the County 

Board of Supervisors. The 

redistricting, required by 


existing state statutes, goes 
into effect on June 30. It 
reduces the membership of 
the county board from 49 
to 29. 

In St. Clair County, the 
entire Board of Supervisors 
has been appointed as a 
committee of the whole to 
study and redictricting of 
St. Clair County. Most of 
the supervisors of St. Clair 
County are in favor of hav- 
ing 29 districts, the maxi- 
mum to be allowed by a 
new state law. 

Buildings for county govern- 
ments are back in the news, 

The St. Clair County Board 
of Supervisors has approved an 
18-year lease with the Public 
Building Commission of St. 
Clair County for use of the 
five-story St. Clair County 
Courthouse. The annual rental. 
for the new building will be 
$1,225,000 per year; the rental 
fee includes debt service, re- 
pairs, and maintenance, but 
not insurance and utility 
charges. 

The Public Building Commis- 
sion has approved the plans for 


the courthouse and has sold $10 
million in bonds to finance the 
structure. The Public Building 
Commission last week delayed 
for 30 days a decision on wheth- 
er to build the new courthouse 
as a one-phase or a multi-phase 
operation. 

Representatives of several St. 
Clair County organizations, in- 
cluding the Historical Society, 
journeyed tO Springfield to con- 
fer with state officials in an at- 
tempt to save the existing 
courthouse. 

Also in St. Clair, demolition 
began at the old jail, recently 
replaced by a new multi-mil- 
lion-dollar structure. 

In Madison County, the 
chairman of the Madison 
County Public Building 
Commission said that a 
master plan for\county pub- 
lic building needs should be 
completed by January 1972. 
The two immediate con- 
cerns of the Madison Coun- 
ty Building Commission are 
a new county jail and space 
for many county depart- 
ments. 

The Belleville City Planning 


Commission has come out in 
favor of the development of a 
master plan for the commu- 
nity. 

To begin the planning 
ess, the commission’ has ‘rece 
ommended to the city council 
that $7,000 be spent on the 
first phase of the master plan. 
Phase One, as proposed by the 
Southwestern Illinois Metropol- 
itan Area Planning Commis- 
sioh, involves the production of 
a comprehensive land use plan. 

Overall cost of the master 
plan is $46,000, of which the 
federal government would pay 
two-thirds. 

In general area news, R. W. 
Wallace was elected pr¢sident 
of the/ Union National Bank of 
East St. Louis. 

Maurice Harris, executive di- 
rector of the Madison County 
Economic Opportunity Commis- 
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sion, has resigned to accept a 
Position with the St. Clair Coun- 
ty EOC. Upgrading and expan- 
sion of sewer facilities in O’Fal- 
lon has been-approved by the 
East-West Gateway Coordinat- 
ing Council; the Wood River 
Chamber of Commerce has 
printed 3,000 borchures describ- 
ing its area; and the Ainad 
Temple Shrine Circus was pre- 
sented in Granite City and 
Belleville.

Budget Problems Halt Recruiting for SIU-SW Dental School Faculty 


Funding will determine when 
the Southern Illinois University 
School of Dental Medicine at 
Southwestern Campus will ac- 
cept its first class, according to 
Dean Dr. Frank J. Sobkowski. 

He, along with administrators 
of other SIU health programs, 
presented status reports to the 
University’s Board of Trustees 
last week in Carbondale. 

Dr. Sobkowski told trustees 
that fiscal uncertainties have 
forced a halt to faculty recruit- 
ment pending determination of 
the 1971-72 operating budget 
now being considered by the 
state legislature. 


He said if the School received 
the $1.7 million operating budg- 
et and capital money to com- 
plete renovation at the Alton 
Center, as recommended by the 
Illinois Board of Higher Educa- 
tion, the School of Dental Medi- 
cine could accept students for a 
first class in 1972. 

But, he stressed, any major 
cut in the recommended budget 
would require evaluation of 
plans for accepting a class. 

Could Jeopardize Standing 

The dean told the trustees, 
the “accreditation eligible” 
status granted the SIU School 
by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation could be jeopardized by 
beginning a class without a 
proper financial base for oper- 
ations. 

Dr. Sobkowski called the ac- 
creditation status a “‘true ac- 
complishment” that is neces- 
sary in order for SIU to be 
considered for any type of fed- 
erad funding, including student 
financial aid, institutional 
grants, and construction funds. 

Referring again to the ques- 
tion of funding, he said that 
several department chairmen 
have yet to be recruited. Prog- 
ress in securing additional fac- 
ulty is contingent upon the 
operating budget, the dean 
pointed out. 

Dr. Sobkowski told the trus- 
tees the first draft of the three- 
year Doctor of Dental Medicine 
degree curriculum is now com- 
pleted, “thanks to the faculty.” 

The curriculum draft includes 
the objectives of courses to be 
offered, the relationships among

various courses-and a detailed 
description of each class 
planned. “We are reducing ,the 
timé it takes to secure the pro- 
fessional degree to three years, 
instead of the traditional four- 
year program with summers 
free”. 

Dental auxiliaries are to work 
with.the D.M.D. students in the 
University patient care center 
throughout the educational pro- 
gram. 

Curricular freedom for the 
professional student will allow 
the student time to develop in- 
terests outside the dental cur- 
riculum, and for qualified stu- 
dents to enroll in a specialized 
series of classes suited to a 
personal interest in an area of 
dental medicine. 

The dean said renovation work 
at the Alton Center was well 
under way and could be com- 
pleted in ample time to accept 
a class during 1972. 

The interim facilities at Alton 
will allow classes of 24 students 
each year in the D.M.D. pro- 
gram and the establishment of 


a‘small patient care center. 

Architectural services at Al- 
ton and master planning for 
the permanent facilities pro- 
posed for Edwardsville aré be- 
ing provided by the Detroit 
firm of Smith, Hinchman and 
Grylls. This ‘spring the SIU 
trustees approved a site for the 
School east of the academic 
buildings area on the -South- 
western campus. 

Dr. Sobkowski told the trus- 
tees that action on a bill for. 
construction of the. permanent 
building was recently tabled by 
the Senafe Appropriations Com- 
mittee until this fall. 

“The committee asked for 
additional meetings with us, 
and due to the current stringent 
fiscal affairs in Illinois, the suc- 
cess of the bill was in jeopardy 
at this time,” Dean Sobkowski 
said. 

Need State Commitment

nois legislature is critical to 

s,”’ he continued.“‘ A commit- 
ment by the state is required

How- 
ever, he continued, if the Uni- 
versity and the citizens of Illi- 
nois are to receive maximum 
benefits from the School and 
its faculty, a large, specifically 


secre facility is required. 

Such a permanent building, 
Dr. Sobkowski told the trustees, 
will allow the SIU School to 
increase professional dental stu- 
dent class. size to 65 students 
annually, inaugurate ’ specialty 
programs in the dental medi- 
cine area, provide more service 
to the community in the patient 
care center; and institute grad- 
uate programs. in’ the basic 
health .sciences. 

He stated that with the per- 
manent building in operation 
the School could accommodate 
a total of 900 students annually 
in a variety of programs.

Chicago, Tri-City 2 Most 
Active Ports in Illinois 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
approved legislation creating 
the White County Port District, 
the llth port district created in 
Illinois in 20 years. The 12-year- 
old Tri-City Regional Port Dis- 
trict is the fourth oldest in the 
state. 

The legislation, House Bill 194, 
states that the new port district 
will embrace all of White Coun- 
ty and the area within the in- 
corporated limits of Grayville 
on the Wabash River. The 
cipal office of the port district 
will be in Carmi. , 

John F. Hynes, manager of 
transportation services for the 
linois Department of Business 
and Economic Development, 
said development of the White 
County Regional Port District 
will help determine the econom- 
ic future of the Wabash River, 
presently not navigable. 

The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers’ ‘St. Louis District has 
been studying the Wabash, 
Hynes said, The river is only 
three feet deep and must be 
made at least nine feet deep in 
order to make it navigable, he 
added 

The White County Port Dis- 
trict will be concerned mainly 
with airport development, port 
facilities and industrial, manu- 
facturing and recreational uses, 
Hynes said 
Illinois regional port 
districts and the years in which 
they were created are: Chica- 
go, 1951; Waukegan, 1955; Jo- 
liet, 1957; Tri-City, located at 
Granite City, 1959; Seneca, 1961; 
Shawneetown, 1961; Southwest, 
1961; Kaskaskia, 1967; Havan- 
na, 1967; and Mount Carmel, 
1970.

Illinois ports deal in steel, 
general cargo, grain and bulk 
commodities, both dry and liq- 
uid bulk, as well as develop- 
ment of .water, airport, indus- 
trial and recreational facilities. 

The two most active ports, 
Chicago and Tri-City, both bring 
economic advantages to the 
areas they serve, Hynes said. 

“Chicago brings in $160 mil- 
lion a year in foreign trade 
alone” he said. “Tri-City deals 
mainly in’ liquid and dry bulk 
fertilizers. 

“Illinois ports deal in both 
domestic and foreign trade.” 

According to the bill creating 
the White County Regional Port 
District, the district is exempt 
from taxation, but a tax may 
be levied upon a lessee of the 
district. 

All port. district property is 
public ground owned by a mu- 
nicipal corporation and used ex- 
clusively for public purposes. 

Powers and Duties 

Among powers and duties of 
port districts are: 

1. To study existing harbor 
facilities and recommend to ap- 
propriate governmental agen- 
cies, including the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly,.needed changes 

2. To invégtigate conditions 
and adopt plans for develop- 
ment of port facilities. 

3. To issue construction’ per- 
mits for wharves, piers, dol- 
phins, booms weirs, breakwa-

Effort Made to Strengthen Bills On Municipal Industrial Bonds 


(Springfield Scene) 
Amendments have been pre- 


* pared for two bills (S. 592 and 


H. 1493) to clarify and strength- 
en legislation to allow muni 
palities to issue revenue bonds 
for industrial expansion. 

The amendments to the bills 
would expand the definition of 
the industrial projects so such 
financing could cover every as- 
pect of preparation of industrial 
sites. 

The Senate this week will be 
considering H. 2555 to create an 
Tilinois Pollution Control Fi- 
nancing Authority. 

The House - passed bill 
would give the Authority 
power to issue revenue 
bonds as an alternative 
means of financing indus- 
trial pollution control facil- 
ities. 

Assurances are being sought 
‘that the bonds will be issued for 
those companies which need 
this type of financing but will 
not be forced on any concern. 

The fate of legislation to pro- 
vide equity and simplification of 
reporting capital gains transac- 
tions for the state income tax 
rests in the joint Senate-House 


income tax subcommittee this 
week, : 

The subcommittee has been 
charged by the House Revenue 
Committee to examine three 
bills dealing with this problem 
(S. 10, S. 1135 and H. 1710) and 
report out one bill which would 
provide taxpayer relief. 

The two Senate bilis were re- 
ferred .to the subcommittee 
while the House bill is being 
held at passage stage in the 
House. 

An attempt to pass H. 1710 
last week gained only 85 votes— 
short of the 89 needed for pass- 
age. The bill is held on post- 
poned consideration. 

None of the bills permits Aug. 
1, 1969—the effective date of the 
Illinois Income Tax Act—to be. 
used as a base upon which all 
taxpayers can figure gains. 

Instead, the bills discriminate 
against businesses and permit 
only partial relief, in varying 
degrees, for individuals, estates 
and trusts. 

The subcommittee and the 
legislature are being urged to 
simplify the whole- problem of 
reporting gains from disposition 
of assets by establishing the ef- 


fective date of the state income 
tax, Aug. 1, 1969, as an optional 
basis date for all taxpayers. 

Definitions and calculation of 
gains could be dependent on 
federal Internal Revenue Code 
definitions, except for substitu- 
tion of the basic date at taxpay- 
ers’ option. 

This would great simplify re- 
porting forms and provide equal 
treatment for all taxpayers, ad- 
vocates assert. 

The three bills being consid- 
ered approach the problem from 
different angles, 

S. 10 was amended in the 
Senate before it was passed 
to include the Aug. 1, 1969, 
valuation date on all 
transactions for individuals, 
estates and trusts. 

The amendment was removed 
in the House Revenue Commit- 
tee. 

Now, the bills only allow pen- 
sion and profit sharing plans to 
use the enactment date so that 
individuals will not be liable 
for taxes on the amounts ac- 
crued in such plans before the 
Aug. 1, 1969, date.

$50 Salary Raise 

Among these was a report by 

Alderman Thomas Boker, chair- 
man of the Special Negotiating 
Committee, that a recommen- 
dation for salary increases for 
city employes will be ready for 
council consideration within the 
next two weeks — probably in 
the July 5 council session. 
, Boker said that after long ne- 
gotiations with representatives 
of employe groups a basic sal- 
ary increase of $50 per month 
has been agreed, upon. 

“They came down from the 
$75 they were asking and we 
went up from the $38.50 we 
were offering,’ Boker said. 

His report brought the re- 
mark from Alderman Nonn that 
“this kind of a program will 
cost us $190,000 a year.

I thank the editor for permit- 
ing me to tell a great story to 
you. 

As more, and more requests 
for information about the Amer- 
ican’ Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission pour into my of- 
fice, and as many people ask 
me how they might’ help in

Open House U.S,A., the sec- 
ond theme, is a nationwide op- 
portunity to stimulate travel 
across America. It is a chance 
to encourage our citizens to ex- 
pand their knowledge of our 
country and to extend a partic- 
ularly warm welcome to visitors 
from foreign lands. 

The final theme, Horizons 
76, is the real challenge to 
every citizen to take on im- 
provement ffom to 
plan projects, and to help 
improve the general quality 
of American life. 

The commission is en- 
couraging every group to 
pool its resources and tal- 
ents in a constructive effort 
to demonstrate concern for 
human welfare, happiness 
afid freedom. 

The bicentennial celebrates 
more than the events of the 
American Revolution. 

It belongs not only to the 
thirteen original states, but 
equally to the newest and the 
farthest from those 18th Cen- 
tury battlefields. 

It is a national celebration, a 
national anniversary; it chal- 
lenges each of the 50'states and 
every community to look to its 
heritage and its hopes. 

It has been suggested that 
each of the 50 states be invited 
to choose a week in 1976 during 
which that state would be the 
focus of national attention to 
commemorate its own distinc- 
tive history and stage appropri- 
ate festivities. 

States and cities have already 
formed Bicentennial Commis- 
sions and are actively engaged 
in setting the stage for 1976 
and beyond. 

Of particular interest to the 
food world is the prospect of a 
World Food Exposition in 1976 
in Des Moines, Ia.

Philadelphia is looking for- 
ward to hosting the internation- 
al phase of the bicentennial, 
which will be primarily cultur- 
al, inspirational and non-com- 
mercial in character, 

American civilization has 
drawn on the genius and 
traditions of nations through- 
out the world and has con- 
tributed as well to their de- 
velopment, so it is fitting 
that the 200th birthday of 
the United States be inter- 
national in scope and that 
the city which is the site of 
the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence be 
host. 

California's San Fran 0 
will be 200 years old in 1976 
and there are certain to be 
many artistic tributes in that 
city. 

The American Revolution Bi- 
centennial Commission of Cali- 
fornia, along with the California 
Arts Commission, plans

“Is the 77th General Assem- 
bly terminated on the day the 
1970 constitution es effect, 


July 1, 1971, or dogs Section 9 
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of the transition Schedule of 
the Constitution of 1970 permit 
the 77th General Assembly to 
function as a continuous body 
until the second Wednesday of 
January 1973?” 

Scott said the legislature 
is a continuous. body under 
terms of the new Constitu- 
tion and functions until the 
second Wednesday of Janu- 
ary 1973, when the 78th 
General Assembly will con- 
vene. 

Scott said the legislature has 
the ability to recess before 
June 30 to a date! certain after 
July 1, 1971, when the new con- 
stitution goes intojeffect. 

So far, a date for a fall ses- 
sion has not been set, but lit is 
expected for some time in 
October. 

He said the new constitution 
requires the legislature to con- 
vene on the second Wednesday, 
of next January. 

The opinion was sent to all 
legislative leaders. 

It was felt it was needed to 
clarify the legislature's role 
during the changeover, since 
the 77th General Assembly had 
been elected under provisions 
of the old constitution ahd— 
except for reapportionment— 
has been operating under the 
requirements jof the old consti- 
tution during this six-month 
session. 

The opinion also notes

Layer said the change will 
make playfields more available 
to students living in the multi- 
story Brush Towers residence 
hall area and will put them 
closer to a highway-railroad 
overpass linking the living area 
with the main campus to the 
west. He said construction ‘on 
the new site will be less expen- 
sive. 

The master plan change is to 
cost no more than $16,000, part 
from student fee funds and part 
from state appropriations. 

Also approved were fund re- 
quests for utilities service: 
planning ($36,000), soil tests 
($6,000), a new topographical 
survey ($3,500) and continuing 
cost estimate studies during de- 
sign stages of the entire proj- 
ect. 

The board will request Tlli- 
nois Board of Higher Education 
authority to proceed.

50% Downstate Assessment: 


Level Voted by Ill. Senate 


(Springfield Scene) 

The Senate has given final 
passage to H. 556, which would 
establish a 50% evaluation for 
assessments outside Cook 
County. 

The bill passed by a 35-12 
margin as downstate Democrats 
voted with Republicans. 

The legislation defines fair 
cash value as 50% of actual 
value 

The definition is applica- 
ble to assessments made in 
1971 on taxes payable in 
1972. 

The bill is needed to nul- 
lity a pending court case 
which would require prop- 
erty to be valued at 100% of 
fair market ‘value, sched- 
uled to be ordered next 
month. 

Attempts by Chicago Demo- 
crats to strike the 50% valua- 
tion figure, and thus nullify the 
intent and effect of the bill, 
were unsuccessful. 

A bill to establish pro- 
cedures for classification of 
real estate for taxation pur- 
poses (H. 2197) in counties 
eligible under the new state 
constitution has been passed 
by the House.

The bill would allow coun- 
ties with a population of be- 
tween 200,000 and one-mil- 
lion population — including 
Madison County — to estab- 
lish no more than five 
classes.

assessments or board of asses- 
sors. 

Cook County would be allowed 
to continue classifying property 
as it has over the years and 
would not be subject to the re- 
strictions. 

A bill to centralize all state 
purchasing — except for univer- 
sities and colleges — under the 
Department of General Services 
has cleared the House Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The bill (S. 673) was amended 
in the committee to clarify the 
intent of the legislation to ap- 
ply to state agencies only and 
not include local units of gov- 
ernment and school districts. 

A bill calling for a Prop- 
erty Tax. Loss Study Com- 
mission (H. 2839) has 

the House. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Donald Henss, Rock Island Re- 
publican, calls for a commission 
consisting of ten legislators and 
four public members, 

The commission would be 
charged with the responsibility 
of studying the methods of re- 
placing revenues lost through 
abolition of the personal prop- 
erty tax. 

It requires a report back to 
the General Assembly by March 
1973. 

Similar legislation in the Sen- 
ate (S. 520, 523) is awaiting 
consideration in the Senate Con- 
stitutional Implementation Com- 
mittee, 

A state sales tax would apply 
to.all leasing transactions and 
substantially increase costs for+ 
many Illinois businesses under 
a series of bills (S. 1245 through 
S. 1251) to be voted on by the 
Senate this week. 

The bills would subject 
‘all leases on tangible per- 
sonal property to the 4% 
State and 1% local sales tax. 

Administration _ officials 
estimate the new tax would 
yield about $10 million 
annually. 

The bills were debated on the 
floor of the Senate last week, 
but at the time they were held 
because of objections by Re- 
publican senators on this ‘‘new’” 
tax. 

The sales tax presently ap- 
plies only to sales transactions 
—not to leases. 

The new tax would increase 
the cost’ of leasing equipment 
by 5%. 

Under existing law, a sales 
tax of 5% is paid by the lessor 
on the purchase of equipment 
to be rented. 

The Illinois Department of 
Revenue explained the bills this 
way: 

“Genate Bills No. 1224 through 
1251 (the leasing tax bills) give 
the lessor an option or election.

price (his purchase price) of 
the tangible personal property 
which he will rent or lease to 
others, or he may elect not to 
pay tax on his cost price but, 
instead, to collect and remit 
leasing tax on his rental re- 
ceipts. 

“It would seem likely that 
long term lessors, if they 
know that their rental re- 
receipts are going to exceed 
their cost price of the prop- 
erty, will elect to pay their 
“tax on the cost price of the 
property. 

“On the other hand, short- 
term lessors would be likely 
to elect not to pay tax on 
their cost price of the prop- 
erty, but to collect and re- 
mit leasing tax on their 
rental receipts. 

“This is a difference between 
these bills and the leasing taxes 
that were in effect.from Aug. 1, 
1965, through July 31, 1967. 

“Another difference between 
the present bills and the former 
leasing taxes is that the present 
bills would amend the Retail- 
ers” Occupation Tax Act and 
the Use Tax Act so as to make 
lessors liable for retailers’ oc- 
cupation tax on their receipts 
from eventually selling the 
property that they have been 
leasing, if such sales are made 
at retail in Illinois. 

“Under the former leasing 
tax setup, and also at present, 
lessors who are not dealers can 
claim exemption from Retail- 
ers’ Occupation Tax and Use 
Tax when they sell the prop- 
erty that they have been rent- 
ing or leasing—on the ground 
that they are making isolated 
or occasional sales and, there- 
fore, are not engaged in the 
business of selling tangible per- 
sonal property at retail.”

$8,726 Approved 


Bills’ totaling $8,726.64 for 
Granite City Township, sub- 
mitted by Nelson Hagnauer, 
supervisor, were approved by 
the city council convened as 
the town board Monday eve- 
ning.
